Since the beginning of time, the egg 
and butter money has been regarded 
as the farm women’s pin money. True 
she usually ran the house and helped 
pay the taxes with this money, but 
in most cases she at least did mot 
have to ask her husband that she 
might have the privilege of spending 
At the same time, she had to ac- 
cept whatever was offered her for 
these products, and this very often 
sacly limited her purchasing and per- 
haps discouraged her from going in 
more extensively for poultry raising. 

Now that the egg and poultry pool 
is organized, light is dawning on the 
horizon, and with the prices regulated 
the farm women feel that it will be 
worth while taking up this branch of 
farming seriously. New vistas are 
opened up for them, and {I have no 
doubt that the establishment of the 
pool will mean many more comforts 
in the farm home than could be ob- 
tained through older sources, I hope, 
also, that it will mean more frequent 
holiday weeks, weeks of sheer dissi- 
pation, for the rural women, 


Being in love with the job comes a
